Ttip President invited careful cone 


tion by Contrresj of Secretary 
plan l.o protect the gold reserve, and con- 
curs with the Secretary that national 
ban«3 be allowed to issue notes to the 
face value of their bonds deposited ; that 
the circulating tax be reduced to one-half 
of oue per cent., and that national banki 
may bs established with a capital of $i5,- 
Oi'O. 
He also recommends that the issue 


of national bank notes be restricted to 
the denomination of $10 and upward, 
and that they be required to redeem 
their notes iu (fold. 


The Prtsidcnt devotes much space in 


his message to a consideration of the Cu- 
ban (|tieslit;n. lie outlinea his recent iu- 
slnictuiiis to Minister Wood ford, which 
were to impress upon the Spanish gov- 
ermneiit the sincere wish of the United 
States to aid in terminating the v,ar by 
peaceful methods, accomplishing aiesult 
which would be just and honorable to 
Spain and to the Cuban people. It was 
also made known to the Spanish govern- 
ment that the Uuiled States could not 
contemplate an indefinite period for the 
accomplishment of this result.

At 
the same time the President, declai-es 
that he shall not hesitate to exempt 
cases which he thinks have been improp- 
erly included in the .classified service, 
or to include those which, In his judg- 
ment, will best promote the good of the 
service. 


In conclusion the President; urges ODD- 
srress uiic to encourage the increase of 
ihe estimates for the maintenance of the 
government. On the other hauri. these 
estimates, he thinks, will admit of a de- 
crease iu many branches, and he adds 
that it is a commandint; duty to keep the 
appropriations within tue receipts of the 
government aad thus avoid a deficit.

Icing and Decorating Cukes, 


BY 3IAKIOX -n-ASHBURST. 


With a little care, and a little practice 


cukes may be iced and decorated at ho mi 
as well as at the confectioner's. To dt 
the work successfully, a few genera 
rules must be obaerved, the eggs to bt 
used must be fresn, and the sugar o 
good quality, very fine and free froa 
lumps. It is good plan to sift the suga 
through a fine sieve before using, and tc 
place the eggs upon ice for an bour o 
two before >ou are ready to commenct 
your work. If ornaments are to Vie use( 
upon the cake, they must be put in plact 
while the icing is moist. Very few uteti 
sils are necessary. Bakers use a rub 
ber bag, with graduated nozzle, fo 
dowering and dot patterns, but any on 
may make a substitute of stiff, whit 
cardboard. Fold a number of squar 
pieces into funnels, fasten with pins 
and cut the small end off perfectly tru 
and round. Some may be small, an 
others large; each should hold tw 
tablespoonsful of ia,ng. 


A thin, broad kuife, a bowl of coli 


water, sugar, gelaatine, cocoanut, choco 
late, eggs and flavoring will be required 
and some fruit coloring is also of use 
The time was when the only icing know n 
was that of the white of eggs beate: 
stiff upon a platter and thickened wit: 
pulverized sugar ; and perhaps the oli 
way has not been improved upon as re 
gards looks, but there are cheaper an 
be-ttpr tasted icings, warranted not t 
crack or become sticky. 


BOILED 


Take one cup of white sugar, tw 


tublespooiifuls of water. Boil until i 
strings, remove from the tire, and ad 
the white of one egg beaten stiff. Sti 
all together, flavor, and cover the cake 
when it becomes cool. 


OEL.VHNE ictxo. 


One spoonful of gelatine, two spoons 


ful of water; when clear, add on 
spoonful of hot water, and one cup o 
pulverized sugar. 
Flavor, and bea 


well. When nearly cool spread thickl 
over the cake. 


PLAIN ICING. 


A plain icing may be made in thesam 


way, using one cup of sugar and tw 
large spoonsful of water. This is ver 
good when eggs are dear. A caramf 
«ake is very line put together with th 
caramel icing, but the layers must all b 
baked, and everything ready to place to 
gether quickly. Tbe icing may bo pine 
ed over hot water, which will serve t 
keep it soft. 


GLASS ICING. 


Take one cup of light-brown sugar an 


two spoonsful of water, a very sma 
spoonful o£ butter and a few drops c 
lemon extract. Boil eight minutes, an 
pour over the oake while hot, spreadin 
it evenly. 


CHOCOLATE ICISCt. 


Two cups of sugar and just wate 


enough to moisten. Boil until clear 
add two cakes of grated chocolate, am 
one egg beaten stiff ; tUvor witti vanilla 
and beat until cold. After covering i 
cake with chocolate icing, have ready i 
cup of English walnuts, shelled, and ar 
range them over the top in circles 
Daisies may be made of raisins, by plac 
ing oue with seven around it at interval^ 
over the cake. Baisins may be iced 
then dried in the oven, find placed ttpoi 
the chocolate cake, making a contrast 
if desired. 


COLOUED ICINO. 


Pink and white or rosebud cake, mas 


be mado by icing any white cake will 
boiled icins, to which n few drops of 
p:nk Fruit coloring has been a<lded. 
It 


this caunot be obtained, take a pinch ol 
cochineal, add a few droi>s of boilinp 
water, and when cool, strain, and stir a 
few drops into the icing. It makes a 
beautiful pink, and although olijjction- 
able ko some 1 have used it with no bad 
effect. 
After icing with the pink deco- 


rate in waves, dots, or circles, wish 
white. Xames or dates may be written 
in this way, and are very beautiful upon 
birthday cakes. If fruit coloring can be 
obtained, very handsome roses, with 
green leaves, may be designed by a skill- 
ful worker. 


SO5IE OTHER DECORATION. 


Grated cocoanut may besprinkled over 


a pink or yellow cake. Pretty decora- 
tions for a white cuke are hearts and 
diamonds cut from firm currant jelly. 
The decorations for a wedding oake 
should be, of course, all white. A white 
cake may be checked with pink chocolate 
or yellow lines. One Ihing to remember 
in this connection is that no amount of 
decoration will atone for a poor-made, 
or a pooily baked, caka.

It ia not easy to explain why, in the 


common conception, wheat should be 
ranted in importance aluad of Indian 
corn. !From no point of view can wheal 
be regarded as the peer of maize, excepl 
that it realizes a higher price. The corn 
crop occupies S2 000,000 acres ; wheat 
only 34,000,000 acres. Tbe quantity ol 
the product of corn now averages aboul 
2,000,000,000 bushels; that of w'ueat 
about 450,000,000 bushels; while the 
value of the former averages $600,000 000 
and of tlie latter, on an average for 1S90 
to 1895, only $300,000,000. True, the ex- 
ports of wheat reach a much higher value 
;han those of corn, the average valua- 
tion of the former, tor the six yeara 1890 
to 1895, having been $157,000,000 and of 
the latter only $60,000.000. But, in this 
branch of the trade, corn is fast, gaining 
upon wheat, tbe exports fur the flvsl 
cine months of tho current year having 
amounted in value to S17.000.000. while 
the shipments of wheat and flour are 
valued at $95.000,000; in making this 
comparison, however, it is to be remem- 
bered that this year our wheat exports 
have been extraordinary both in quan- 
tity and market value.

Ever}thing is thrown 
aside to get 1-he grain ; unrt yet, properly 
used, the fiisctirdeil maMora could b 
made to jit-Id a vulue equal to that which 
is utilized, There are possibilities cor1. 
nected with this plant which wouli 
yield the farmer $-10 per acre for his crop 
wheie he now gets for the corn barel 
414. Unless we are greatly mistaken 
we shall scon rfee this plant shown to b 
capable of yielding sugar and other cor 
reluLivs products at very much below 
tbo cost at which law sugar or glueos 
oan be produced from any other pxibtin 
sources of thosp products. It has bee 
demonstrated by competent scientist 
viho have thoroughly investigated th 
physiological characteristics of the plan 
aurt its structtual conditions at varion 
stages of its growth, that, in addition t 
its present various uses, it may bn rx.ad 
to yield products of immense oornmercia 
demand and which would very large! 
add to the profitableness of America:
